Rud Love of Home Rule and White' 
Supremacy D'e'mands Tha't Every 
Democrat Stand by the Nominees 
ttud Vote the Straight Democratic 
Tio’iiet—^No Time to Falter Now.

To the Voters of Alabama: 
The approaching Congressional 
election is one of v e r y great import­ 
ance to you. 
The issues involved 
are the most serious that have con­ 
fronted you; the most serious that 
have ever been presenRd to the de­ 
cision of a free people. 
Yon owe 
nothing to the Republican party. 
It has never advocated a measure 
that would benefit you; its leaders 
even at this late day in their public 
utterances have nothing hut harsh 
and cruel words to speak of you. 
The party ot monopoly, relying upon' 
the unlawful and corrupt use of- 
money contributed by the classes 
who have become pampered and 
rich thrqugh.the aid of laws passed 
for their benefit and for the oppres­ 
sion of the thousands .who do not be­ 
long rto those- favored’classes, sees 
that it can no longer buy power;

If that Judge determines that they 
are guilty then your State Court may 
try them; if that Judge says they 
are innocent, then no State Court or 
officer can touch them. 
Alabamians, are you ready to es­ 
tablish such a privileged class in 
your midst? If you are, -rote the 
Bepublican ticket or do that which 
amounts in effect to the same thing, 
vote for the so-called Independent, 
or refrain from voting altogether. 
Do you desire to maintain the Gov­ 
ernment your fathers e.stablished: to 
retain the liberties they bequeathed ?

W hile iiretending to provide for an 
increase of the volume of the cur­ 
rency, it does no such thing; it does 
not make money of silver, but a 
commodity to be bought and sold for 
gold. It is a shame and a fraud. Is 
the McKinley Tariff Bill such a 
measure? Go to.your merchant and 
ask him what has been the increase 
in the price of every article of neces­ 
sity used by you from the'buttons 
you place on' your clothes, to the 
cloth of which the clothes are made; 
from the handkerchief you put in 
your pocket, to the flannel you wear 
on your body; from the tin-ware you

On th e night of th e 21st of Octo­ 
ber, 1890, M A JO R T. W . F R A N C IS 
died, in Jacksonville, A la., at th e res­ 
idence of his brother-in-law . M ayor 
H . L. Stevenson; in th e fifty-fourth 
year of his age. 
E v ery d ay and every hour som e 
friend is called upon to chronicle th e 
death an d deplore th e loss of an ac­ 
quaintance, friend or loved one ; b u t 
rarely fioes it happen th a t we note 
the departure of one, so m uch a m an 
of m ark, as was th e subject of th is 
m em orial. 
M aj. F ran cis was born in Jasper, 
Tennessee, on the 22nd of Ju ly , 1837, 
b u t was brought to th is place by his 
parents, w h ith er th ey m oved, w hile 
he w as y et an in fan t in th e nurses 
arm s. 
Before he reached his teens he de­ 
veloped a w onderfu l-fo n d n ess for 
traffic and trade, and, afterw ards, a 
decided ta le n t for com m ercial p u r­ 
suits. A t th e age of fourteen h e en­ 
tered the m ercantile estab lish m en t 
of th e successful firm of W oodw ard 
& Porter, a t a sm all salary, and by 
his business tact and in d u stry , soon 
w on first ran k am ong th e business 
m en of th a t day. A t th e age of 18 
he becam e associated w ith th e firm 
01 R yan, T ate & R ow land of this- 
place, b u t in 1857, seeking a larger 
business field, he m oved to Selm a, 
A la., and took iilace w ith th e large 
w holesale house of H ard ie & R obin­ 
son. 
In 18-58 he in term arried w ith Miss 
F annie A bernathy, of Jacksonville, 
A la., and som e tim e in th e year 1359, 
purchased a large tra c t of land on 
Cane C reek, to w hich h e m oved, and 
on w hich he 
dem onstrated th a t 
■'farming w ill p ay ” w hen the sam e 
thoughtful atten tio n an d intelligent 
direction is given to it th a t is given 
to other departm ents of business. 
I n 1861, a t th e first call for troops, 
Maj. F rancis joined th e confederate 
forces and served on th e staff of Gen, 
Joh n H . F o rn ey w ith th e title of 
M ajor till th e close of th e w ar. 
In 1865 he retu rn ed to h is hom e to 
find m uch of a fortune already ac­ 
quired, sw e p tfro m 'h im ' b y the dis­ 
astrous results of th e w a r; but n o th ­ 
ing daunted, h e began to rebuild and 
regain w h at, h ad been lost. 
H is 
plantation w as soon rehabilitated, 
and a prosperous m ercantile busi­ 
ness established a t h is own hom e. 
M eanw hile his business ta len t be­ 
came so w ell know n an d was so h ig h ­ 
ly appreciated th a t he becam e suc­ 
cessively th e representative, in the 
Southern States, of the com m ercial 
houses of 
Stokesbury & M cLean, 
Cochran, M cLean & Co., and lastly 
of th e celebrated 
house of A . T. 
Stew art & Co., of N ew Y ork. Sev­ 
eral years since he 
established a 
large m ercantile business in th e city 
of M ontgom ery associated w ith M r. 
Jno. F . Cobbs, w hich -was profitably 
conducted an d continued for a n u m ­ 
ber of years. M ore recently, desir­ 
ing to w ithdraw from such active 
and varied interests and pursuits, he 
retired to his country hom e and its 
surroundings w hich he had m ade 
th e center of trade an d business in 
th at p a rt of the county, 
M aj. F rancis was em inently a m an 
of business; 
thoughtful, farseeing 
and system atic; p ru d en t and cau­ 
tious and y e t more th a n ordinarily 
active and prom pt in th e execution 
of his plans.

M acgill and 
fam ily, form erly of H agerstow n, M d., 
bu t la tte rly of R ichm ond, V a., b u t 
m ore especially of M rs. E llen E . 
Sw an, from the announcem ent of her 
death, w hich occurred on th e 22d of 
Septem ber last a t th e hom e of h er 
brother-in-law , D r. S. O. D rew ry, in 
R ichm ond. A m ong other things you 
give prom inence to th e ir m any in tel­ 
lectual, physical and social graces, 
together w ith th e ir political prom i­ 
nence. Though th eir hom e w as in ­ 
side tb e F ederal line, they w ere w h at 
were called “ rebel sym pathizers.” 
Some of th e sons cast th eir lot w ith 
th e C onfederate arm y, and the fath er 
him self w as a prisoner for opinion’s 
sake. 
“ These are nam es th a t are fam iliar 
to and honored by thousands of ex- 
Confederates th roughout th e S o u th .” 
Now, it m ay be th a t you “ reckoned 
better th a n you k n ew ,” and th a t you 
did n o t know there w ere som e ex- 
C onfederates w ho are constant read­ 
ers of y our 5’’aluable paper and in 
your im m ediate vicin ity w ho-have 
especial cause to honor and rem em ­ 
ber th is kind, generous, illustrious 
and patriotic fam ily. I allude par­ 
ticu larly to Capt. Jo h n (“ P in ey ” ) 
Oden, com pany K T en th A labam a 
regim ent. 
C onfederate 
volunteers, 
who was severely, an d a t th e tim e 
th o u g h t by his com rades, to be m or­ 
tally w ounded on Septem ber 17,1862, 
at S baipsburg, receiving a w ound 14 
inches long, reaching th e w hole 
length of th e thigh, from w hich he 
is a p trm a n en t cripple and great suf­ 
ferer ever since. Besides, he receiv­ 
ed a t the sam e tim e a painful w ound 
in th e left side from a piece of bom b 
shell (but a ll this w ith o u t regret, h e 
•says, for th ey w ere in th e discharge 
of du ty .) 
H e lay upon th e b attle­ 
field in th a t helpless and suffering 
condition for tw enty-six h o u rs; and 
w hen a ll other efforts for rem oval 
failed, he m ade som e m asonic charac­ 
ters upon a piece of paper an d re­ 
quested th a t th ey be carried to th e 
general in com m and of th e fed eral 
arm y there, he being then w ith in 
th eir lines. V ery soon six m en cam e 
for h im w ith an im provised litte r— 
an old arm y blanket. T hey m ade a 
slip gap in the fence, n ear w hich he 
lay and ra n across th e h ill w ith h im 
upon th e litter, w hich w as m ore th an 
once punctured w ith balls from his 
frien d s’ guns, th ey n o t u n d erstan d ­ 
ing w hat w as going on. T his w as On 
T hursday. 
H e w as th en placed in an 
old barn filled w ith hay w ith the 
w ounded of the yankee arm y, th e ir 
being only one other confederate. 
H ere he w as treated by D r. D avis, 
w ho was surgeon, k in d ly and frater­ 
nally . G eneral C aldw ell being gen­ 
eral in com m and, ho fell into the 
hands of th e F ifth N ew H am pshire 
regim ent. H e w as th en on Sunday 
rem oved from th is barn w ith other 
w ounded officers across A ntietam to 
an o th er barn, w hich was some relief, 
for, in th e first, som e of th e riff-raff 
soldiers w ould sm oke th eir pipes upon 
th e hay, being a source of constant 
dread. T hen, on M onday he w as re­ 
m oved to H agerstow n to th e court 
hoLine, w hich Tvaa au iiuijrovised hos­ 
p ital, in charge of D r. G reenleaf. 
H ere, on Tuesday, is w here he first 
m et and learned to love and honor 
■the nam e of M acgill arid the m em ­ 
bers of his fam ily, for th e daughters 
th a t w ere then at hom e cam e to the 
hospital and inquired especially if 
th ere w ere any confederate soldiers 
am ong the w ounded there. 
C aptain 
Oden being pointed out, th ey began 
im m ediately to beseech, in view of 
his condition, th a t he be paroled and 
th ey be allow ed to carry h im to th eir 
private dw elling, w hich request, at 
th eir earn est and im portunate solici­ 
tation, w.as granted. H e was accord­ 
ingly rem oved and, as it were, tran s­ 
lated from a th reaten ed crem ation to 
a p alatial dom icile, and here, though 
he lay bleeding, there w as “ no dearth 
of w om an’s tears n o r lack of w o­ 
m a n ’s n u rsin g .” F o rsix lo n g m onths 
th ey Continued th e ir v ig ilan t m in is­ 
trations, h is fam ily m ourning h im as 
m ost lik ely dead.

On the night of the 21st of Octo­ 
ber, 1890, MAJOR T. W. FRANCIS 
died, in Jacksonville, Ala., at the res­ 
idence of his brother-in-law, Mayor 
H . L. Stevenson,- in the fifty-fourth 
year of his age. 
Every day and every hour some 
friend is called upon to chronicle the 
death and deplore the loss of an ac­ 
quaintance, friend or loved one ; but 
rarely does it happen th a t we note 
the departure of one, so much a man 
of m ark, as was the subject of this 
m emorial. 
Maj. Francis was born in Jasper, 
Tennessee, on the 22nd of July, 1837, 
but was brought to this place by his 
parents, w hither they moved, while 
he was yet an infant in the nurses 
arm s. 
Before be reached his teens he de­ 
veloped a wonderful fondness for 
traffic and trade, and, afterwards, a 
decided talent for commercial pur­ 
suits. At the age of fourteen he en­ 
tered the m ercantile establishm ent 
of the successful firm of W oodward 
& Porter, a t a sm all salary, and by 
his business tact and industry, soon 
won first rank among the business 
men of tb at day. A t the age of 18 
be became associated -with the firm 
ot Ryan, Tate & Rowland of this 
place, but in 18-57, seeking a larger 
business field, he moved to Selma, 
Ala., and took place w ith th e large 
wholesale bouse of H ardie & Robin­ 
son. 
In 18.58 be interm arried w ith Miss 
Fannie A bernathy, of Jacksonville, 
xYla., aud some tim e in the year 1859, 
purchased a large tract of land on 
Cane Creek, to which he moved, and 
on which he 
dem onstrated that 
“farm ing w ill pay” -when the same 
thoughtful attention aad intelligent 
direction is given to it th at is given 
to other departm ents of business. 
In 1861, at the first call for troops, 
Maj. Francis joined the confederate 
forces and served on the staff of Gen, 
John H . Forney w ith the title of 
Major till the close of the war. 
In 1865 he returned to his home to 
find m uch of a fortune already ac­ 
quired, sw eptfrom 'him ' by the dis­ 
astrous results of the w ar; but noth­ 
ing daunted, he began to rebuild and 
regain' w hat had been lost. 
H is 
plantation was soon rehabilitated, 
and a prosperous mercantile busi­ 
ness established at his own home. 
Meanwhile his business talent be­ 
came so well known and was so high­ 
ly appreciated th a t he became suc­ 
cessively the representative, in the 
Southern States, of the commercial 
houses of 
Stokesbury & McLean, 
Cochran, McLean & Co., and lastly 
of the celebrated house of A. T. 
Stew art & Co., of New York. Sev­ 
eral years since he 
established a 
large m ercantile business in the city 
of Montgomery associated w ith Mr. 
Jno. F. Cobbs, which -was profitably 
conducted and continued for a num ­ 
ber of years. More recently, desir­ 
ing to withdrav/ from such active 
and varied interests .and pursuits, he 
retired to his country home and its 
surroundings which he had made 
the center of trade and business in 
that part of the county. 
Maj. Francis was em inently a m an 
of business; 
thoughtful, farseeing 
aud system atic; prudent and cau­ 
tious and yet mote than ordinarily 
active and prom pt in the execution 
of his plans. In all m atters of busi­ 
ness his word was the equal of his 
bond. 
H e ivas not one of those “ v/ho 
talked like an angel—and done noth­ 
ing.” H is life was one of activity. 
H e was successful and made money. 
H e loved to make money; not to 
hoard as does a miser, nor senseless­ 
ly to scatter with, the prodigality of a 
speudthriit, but as a means to bring 
to himself, his relations and his 
friends the comforts and enjoym ents 
of life. H e lent assistance and gave 
ungrudgingly to all worthy objects 
whose necessities w^ere made known, 
to him . 
H e gave away w hat to 
m any men -iyould be esteemed a 
handsome fortune. 
Many a friend 
will remember his generous hand in 
the hour of need. 
Tv hen a hoy, fifteen years old, he 
professed religion and joined the 
church of bis parents—t!'e Metho­ 
dist Episcopal Church. I t may be 
th at in the intervening years, he lost 
his membership w ith the church, 
but in the last few m onths of his 
life, his utterances and his acts show 
that the shining light, of the Cross 
:.w as.n o t..;en íirelv -..o b aí> n red _ frn m _ h is 
vision, nor had his old tim eJfsith in 
the Blood of the Lamb abandoned 
him. 
In May last premonitions of health 
failure and possible death came to 
him. H e left his home and sought 
restoration in the mountain atmo­ 
sphere 
of N orth Carolina. 
H e 
sought in vain. 
H is candid physi­ 
cian told him th at the crisis would 
be upon him in a fe-w short m onths. 
H e imm ediately expressed a desire 
to return to the home of his child­ 
hood—to be with those whom he 
had loved and who loved him . H e 
speedily ronnited him self w ith the 


church of his beloved parents, and 
after laboring for more than two 
m onths under the fires of a consul»- 
Ing disease, w ith patience awaited 
the summons, and unreservedly gave 
evidence 
his .hppe, h is trust, his 
faith in the forgiveness and redeem­ 
ing love of the Master. 
In the death of; Major Francis, the 
afflicted widow has lost an affection­ 
ate husband; the State a patriot and 
m ost excellent citizen; his relatives 
and friends a kind and most gener­ 
ous benefactor.

dustrial future th at awaits it are 
more than sustained by all who in­ 
vestigate for themselves, 
and all 
unite in saying th a t the half had not 
not been told.

THE MACGILLS. 


War Time 
Incident—How They 
Nursed Captain Oden Back 
To Life. 


Correspondence Ago H erald. 


C h t e d e e s b u r g , Oct. 11.—Tu your 
issue of the 7th instant, under the 
heading, “Some Persons of Promi­ 
nence,” you kindly give considerable 
space to eulogizing Dr. Macgill and 
family, form erly of Hagerstown, Md., 
hut latterly of Richmond, Va., but 
more especially of Mrs. Ellen E . 
Swan, from the announcem ent of her 
death, which occurred on the 22d of 
September last at the home of her 
brother-in-law, Dr. S. O. Drewry, in 
Richmond. Among other things you 
give prominence to their m any intel­ 
lectual, physical and social graces, 
together w ith their political promi­ 
nence. Though their home was in­ 
side the Federal line, they were what 
were called “ rebel sym pathizers.” 
Some of the sons cast their lot with 
the Confederate.army, and the father 
himself was a prisoner for opinion’s 
sake. 
“These are names th at are fam iliar 
to and honored by thousands of ex- 
Confederates throughout the South.” 
Now, it may be th at you “ reckoned 
better than you knew ,” and that you 
did not know there were some ex- 
Confederates who are constant read­ 
ers of your valuable paper and in 
your imm ediate vicinity who have 
especial cause to honor and remem­ 
ber this kind, generous, illustrious 
and patriotic family. I allude par­ 
ticularly to Capt. John (“ Piney” ) 
Oden, company K Tenth Alabama 
regiment, Conlederate 
volunteers, 
who was severely, and at the time 
thought by his comrades, to be mor­ 
tally wounded on September 17,1862, 
at Sbarpsburg, receiving a wound 14 
inches long, reaching the whole 
length of the thigh, from which he 
is a perm anent cripple and great suf­ 
ferer ever since. Besides, he receiv­ 
ed at the same tim e a painful wound 
in the left side from a piece of bomb 
shell (but all this w ithout regret, he 
says, for they were in the discharge 
ot duty.) H e lay upon the battle­ 
field in that helpless and suffering 
condition for tw enty-six hours; and 
when all other efforts for removal 
failed, he made some masonic charac­ 
ters upon a piece of paper and re­ 
quested th at they be carried to the 
general in command of the federal 
arm y there, he being then w ithin 
their lines. Very soon six men came 
for him with an improvised litter— 
an old arm y blanket. They made a 
slip gap in the fence, near w hich he 
lay and rad across the hill with him 
upon the litter, w hich was more than 
once punctured w ith bails from his 
friends’ guns, they not understand­ 
ing w hat was going on. This was on 
Thursday. H e was then placed in an 
old barn filled w ith hay w ith the 
v,-ounded of the yankee arm y, their 
being only one other confederate. 
H ere he was treated by Dr. Davis, 
who was surgeon, kindly and frater­ 
nally. General Caldwell being gen­ 
eral in command, he fell into the 
hands of the F ifth New Ham pshire 
regim ent. H e was then on Sunday 
removed from this barn w ith other 
wounded officers across A ntietam to 
another barn, which was some relief, 
for, in the first, some of the rifr-rafr 
soldiers would smoke their pipes upon 
the hay, being a source of constant 
dread. Then, on TVrnndivix he "was re­ 
moved to Hagerstown to the court 
house, which was an improvised hos­ 
pital, in charge of Dr. Greenleaf. 
Here, on Tuesday, is where he first 
m et and learned to love and honor 
the name of Macgill and the mem­ 
bers of his familj^, for the daughters 
that were then a t home came to the 
hospitfil and inquired especially if 
there were any confederate soldiers 
among the wounded there. Captain 
Oden being pointed out, they began 
imm ediately to beseech, in view of 
his condition, th at be be paroled and 
they be allowed to carry him to their 
private dwelling, w hich request, at 
their earnest and im portunate solici­ 
tation, was granted. H e was accord­ 
ingly removed and, as it were, trans­ 
lated from a threatened crem ation to 
a palatial domicile, and here, though 
he lay bleeding, there was “no dearth 
of woman’s tears nor lack of wo- 
m.T.n’s nursing.” For six long m onths 
they continued their vigilant m inis­ 
trations, his fam ily m ourning him as 
most likely dead. Dr. Charles Mac- 
g:ll, jr., who was then a t liOiuej wiiii 
the aid of consultation w ith- Jiis 
father, who w as a political prisoner

In passing from Richmond 
t o Galveston Miss Mollie m et her sis­ 
ter, Mrs. Swan, and they both spent 
some tim e w ith the captain.' ^During 
this visit M ajor Swan died, near Sel­ 
ma, from a congestive chill, and the 
visitors were hurried away to accom­ 
pany the corpse to Richmond for In­ 
term ent.

In 1881 Captain Oden visited Dr. 
Macgill and family in Richm ond, and 
his sons made th e m several visits 
from the U niversity of V irginia, 
where he was attending school, and 
they also visited Miss Mollie in Gal­ 
veston.' Dr. Charles Macgill, jr., is 
now family physician in Baltim ore, 
Md., to a daughter of Gen. "W. H .

As returns continue to come in, it 
grows hard to realize w hat a stupen­ 
dous victory that was last Tuesday. 
There has been no such political 
revolution in the whole history of the

Kansas, Kentucky, Louisiana, Mary­ 
land, Massachusetts, Michigan, Min­ 
nesota, Mississippi, ■ Missouri, Mon­ 
tana, Nebraska, New Hampshire, 
New Jersey, New York, N orth Caro­ 
lina, Ohio, South Carolina, Tennes­ 
see, Texas, Virginia, W est Virginia 
and Wisconsin, or in thirty-one of 
the forty-two States of the Union. 
They have not only carried the 
south more solidly than usual, but 
have a m ajority of congressraen from 
sixteen northern states, against a re­ 
publican m ajority in only eleyen. 
The democrats have gained sena­ 
tors in New Ham pshire, New York, 
■Wisconsin, and Illinois, and an inde- 
ent republican in K ansas to succeed 
Ingalls. This reduces the republi­ 
can m ajority in the senate to four.

finances are represented to be in an 
excellent [condition, -with a balance 
in the treasury of over $2(X),OQO. The 
property -value has increased from 
$173,SOS,09t’ in 18S6, to $258,979,675 in 
1890, and the tax rate has been reduc­ 
ed in that time from 6 to 4 mills. In ­ 
creased and additional appropria­ 
tions are recommended for the suiv 
port of deaf mutes, indigent and in­ 
sane, public schools, maimed and 
disabled survivors of the late war, 
and. the State troops. The public in­ 
stitutions of the State are reported to 
be under excellent management and 
in a flourishing condition. An in­ 
crease of official salaries is strongly 
recommended, and the creation of a 
commission on penal servitude to ex­ 
amine and report at the next session 
is suggested. -The message rria’kes an 
excellent showing for Alabama’s ad­ 
vancement and progress. 


The Board of Managers of the Ad­ 
ams Express Company Wednesday 
held their first meeting since the pas­ 
sage of the United States Anti-Lot­ 
tery act. The Board were unani­ 
mously of the opinion that the pro­ 
visions of such la-w were as morally 
obligatory upon the company as they 
were legally binding upon the postal 
authorities.

A t the November term of the cir­ 
cuit court of this county Banse and 
Julius Suitts, two white boys, aged 
16 and 18 years, respectively, living 
near Monahan’s coaling were tried 
and convicted of the crime of rape 
and their punishm ent was fixed at 
Imprisoument in the penitentiary 
for their lives. 
There was unusual interest m ani­ 
fested in the trial and the 
court 
house was thronged 
with anxious 
faces during the whole of the long 
and tiresome trial awaiting the un­ 
certain destiny of the ill-fated de­ 
fendants who were the principal ac­ 
tors in the awful crime. 


' 
THE CBISIE. 
I t appears that -the defendants, 
who are two quite prepossessing 
boys, were living w ith their parents 
near 
M onahan's coaling, about 8 
miles from Jacksonville, and work­ 
ing in the coaling. 
The boys have 
the reputation of being rather wild, 
but 
nothing was 
ever 
charged 
against them of a very serious char­ 
acter. 
Situated on the E. T. V. & G. rail­ 
road, and In about 3 miles of the 
Suitts house was the home of a very 
humble and indigent widow, Mrs. 
Mollie Dambman, and her three or 
four little children. 
The mother is 
very sim ple of m ind and it seems, 
of doubtful character. 
The oldest 
child, Em m a, is a very bright little 
girl 12 years of age. The Suitts boys 
were in the habit of passing by this 
house on their route to the coaling 
commissary where they procured 
their food, clothing, &c. 
On the 1st of November, 1839, the 
two brothers passed down the rail­ 
road track and, as the little girl E m ­ 
ma alleges, came off the track and 
entered her home w'here she, togeth­ 
er w ith her little brother and sister, 
were seated by the fire; 
and at 
which tim e the m other was absent. 
The brothers having entered the 
house ostensibly for the purpose of 
getting a drink of water, but when 
they saw the little girl there unpro­ 
tected seized the 
opportunity and 
accomplished their 
fiendish pur­ 
pose. 
H aving committed so heineous a 
crime they quickly made their way 
to the commissary aud then w ent 
home. 
A lew days after th at the boys, in 
company w ith their father, were 
met by a Sir. Sm ith who told the fa­ 
ther that his sons were charged with 
outraging little E m m a Dambman. 
In two or three days from this the 
boys and their father were missing. 
T h e y walked from their home to 
Rome, Ga., there taking the train for 
some other part of the State where 
they spent some tim e working for an 
uncle. 
H aving worked some time 
lor their uncle they became uneasy 
and removed to a coaling near the 
town of Cave Spring where they 
were, through the unflagging efforts 
of the very efdoient Deputy SheriS 
of Calhoun county, Mr. Jno. T. Row­ 
land, finally captured and landed in 
the county jail at this place to aw ait 
their trial which ended on Thursday 
last. 
On their trial they had procured 
the services of Col. Jno. H . Cald­ 
well, who ably defended the poor 
unfortunates. 
The State was represented by So­ 
licitor J. T. M artin, J. H . Savage 
and County Solicitor H . L. Steven­ 
son.

We have dilligentlj’’ inquired into 
and true presentm ent made of all of­ 
fences, which hfve come to our 
knowledge by which we believe the 
public good would be subserved by a 
prosecution. 
W e would further state to your 
Honor, that this grand iury have 
cause, by the 
rapid increase of 
crime in the violation of the prohib­ 
ition law of our county, and the low 
estimate jilaced upon their oaths, of 
quite a number of ndtuesses th at 
have been before th i i body be disal­ 
lowed, and we wouid earnestly ask 
those who hav? authority to take 
steps to stop the jvhisky trafie, th a t 
we have reason to believe, is now, 
and has been going i>n in every beat 
in our county undercover of wagons, 
blind tigers of various descriptions 
and “ slid jugs.” AV-.i would further 
state that those witnesses for whom 
attachm ents were issued iiave not 
been before us, and the cause why 
has not been e.xrplained to this body*. 
Justices of the pence have been 
generally prom pt in 
exhibiting a 
transcript of their dockets to us. 
We have carefully examined the 
offices and hooks of the probate 
judge, circuit clerk, sheriff and treas­ 
urer, and find the books accurately, 
legibly and neatly kept, w ith the 
offices well furnished with the nec­ 
essary furniture, etc., for the protec­ 
tion of the hooks and papers. 
W e have also exam ined the books 
and papers of the county superin­ 
tendent of education, aud state th a t 
we find said hooks ably and neatly 
kept, and proper vouchers for all 
moneys paid out. School fund re­ 
mains in the State treasury, and is 
only drawn on quarterly contracts. 
AA’e find th at there are a few teach­ 
ers who have not called for th eir 
prorate, which amounts are subject 
to their order. 
AVe can safely say th at we have 
every cause to believe th at w ith the 
co-operation of our citizens, th a t ere 
long we w ill have a system of public 
schools that we w ill have cause to be 
proud of. 
W e have examined all the bonds 
of the county officers and find the tu 
all good as the law directs, exce pt 
th at of (John P. W eaver,) which h as 
but one living surety. 
, 
We have visited and exam ined th e 
county poor house and find the same 
neatly and well kept, showing the 
keeper to be fully aliye to his duties, 
aud in sym pathy w ith the unfortu­ 
nate ones placed in his care. Food, 
clothing and bedding was all we 
could ask. 
W e have examined the county jail 
and report th at in our judgem ent, 
one of the cells is very insecure and 
badly ventilated. W e also find th a t 
there is a w ant of clothing and bed­ 
ding for some of t l e prisoners. 
W ith thanks to your honor for 
courtesies, to our able solicitor for 
kindly attention and help, an d last to 
our bai'.iff for close attention to our 
wants, and after having dono w hat 
seems to us, to be our duty, we re­ 
spectfully ask to be discharged.

M assillon, O., November 8.—The 
oity oí Massillon is ablaze with in­ 
dignation on the part of the work­ 
ingmen of both parties against the 
tyrannical action of a leading man- 
nfacturlng Arm, Eussell & Co., in 
reducing the wages of every Dem o­ 
crat who yoted for W arwick to'the 
es:tent of S3 per cent. 
It is denounced by every one as a 
moat despicable efibrfc at revenge for 
M cKinley's defeat. 
The firm of Russell & Co., are the 
largest manufacturers of agricultu­ 
ral machinery, steam engine.s and 
similar articles in this section, their 
im m ense .business being conducted 
m ostly in the south and west. 
They 
em ploy about 700 hands in the busy 
season, more than 400 being em­ 
ployed the year round. 
! 
During the campaign the Russells, 
Who are staunch Republicans, inter­ 
ested them selves deeply in the elec­ 
tion of Mr. M cKinley, although no 
■' coercive measures were used upon 
ith e m en save one, and that only by 
highly slgnifloant Intimation. 
On 
Monday the-price lists of the piece 
workmen were taken up, the Demo­ 
crats in the shops saying that dis­ 
crim ination was made between them­ 
selves and the Republicans, whose 
cards were not bothered. 
These 
price lists are slips on which are 
. scheduled the prices to be paid for 
: piecew ork. Yesterday a large num- 
bar of Democrats received their cards 
w ith the prices revised, a cut of 33 
per cent, being made on every arti 
cle. Other workmen, who were paid 
• by the hour, were also notified of 
this enormous reduction. 
One of 
these, Edward Sheehan, a machinist, 
at once tendered bis resignation, and 
it was prom ptly accepted. H e was 
notified of the cut by Foreman Qar- 
rigues, w ho at the tim e told him that 
it was not on account of his conduct 
or his workmanship, assuring him 
that his work had been fu lly up to 
the standard. H e gave the order be­ 
cause he had been instructed to do 
BO by Mr. C. H . R ussell, 
Mr. Shee­ 
han demanded to know if it was 
done because he -was a democrat, but 
received no answer whatever. Three 
or four others who received the re­ 
vised cards also left the shops for the 
day. This intelligence was <iuickly 
dissem inated throughout the city. 
Upon hearing it Lieutenant Gover­ 
nor "Wsrwiok, the new ly-elected dem 
ocratic successor to Congressman 
M cKinley, could scarcely bring him­ 
self to believe It. 
Investigating the 
story he found it to be only too true. 
H e Immediately said: 
“W hat an 
outrage, w hat a sham e! It is terri­ 
ble, terrible! I am shocked and sur­ 
prised, indeed, by this infamous act. 
D riven from work because they voted 
for m e.” 
A t once he began to m ake preiiara- 
tlons to relieve the m en who had 
been so outrageously treated. A tel­ 
egram was sent to H on. M ichael D. 
Harter, of the fifteenth district, who 
has large shops at Mansfield, asking 
him if he could not m ake room for 
those 
who 
had 
practically been 
evicted, Mr. Isaac Harter personally 
interesting him self in the matter. 
Shortly after 1 o’clock Mr. C. H. 
Eussell was accosted by Otto E. 
Y’oung, the Democratic candidate for 
probate judge, and a leading lawyer 
of Massillon. 
Mr. Young asked the manufacturer 
if it was true that the reduction had 
been made, and received the hearty 
response: “Hereafter in our shops 
free traders w ill receive free traders’ 
wages.” 
Later when asked about the reduc­ 
tion by a reporter, Mr. Eusseii re­ 
plied: 
"I w ill have to refer you to those 
workmen, sir.” 
“But the statement is quite serious. 
Is the allegation true?” 
“I have nothing to say. 
See the 
m en,” was the reply, as the manu­ 
facturer strode hastily across the 
street. 
Later in the evening Mr. W arwick 
received enough information to jus­ 
tify him, beyond all doubt, that the 
reductiou had been made solely on 
the ground above stated. A s the re­ 
duction ol 83 per cent, cannot be 
withstood by the workmen, they will 
probably have to leave the shops and 
seek work elsewhere. 
The oldest citizens of Massillon feel 
more iudignantly toward Russell & 
Co., because of the fact that when 
their plant was founded here many 
years ago, it was sustained through 
several financial difllculti es by lead­ 
ing men, irrespective of party. 
It is likely that an iudiguation 
‘riieeting w ill be held unless the re­ 
duction is done away w ith. 


JOIIS tí. WARWICK. 


TIio Man Who Wears McKinloy’s Scalp 
at His Beit. 


.John G. W arwick, of M assillon, O., 
Major M cK inley’s Congressional op­ 
ponent, is neither, a “judge” nor a 
“farmer,” as the newspapers have er­ 
roneously called him during the cam­ 
paign just closed. Mr. W arwick is a 
plain business man. H is political 
esperience has been short. H e was 
nominated for Lieutenant Governor 
on the Democratic ticket w ith Gov. 
Hoadley in 1883 and was elected. 
Two years later he was nom inated to- 
getber "«’Uh Gov. Hoadloy, and the 
entire Democratic State ticket was 
defeated. This com prises his entire 
political life until the recent cam­ 
paign. 
Mr. W arwick was born in Ireland 
about55years ago, and came to Amer­ 
ica w hile quite young. H is parents 
settled near M assillon, and there he 
has since resided. H e is essentially 
a self-made man. After acquiring a 
fair education he entered business for 
him self and for m any years past has 
owned and operated one of the larg­ 
est m illing establishm ents in north­ 
ern Ohio. H e is also interested in 
several coal m ines near Massillon 
and does quite an extensive business. 
W hile in fair financial circumstances 
he is not by any means a rich man, 
and his property over and above out­ 
standing liabilities would probably 
fall within $100,000. 
Mr. "Warwick has always been very 
popular at home. M assillon is a lit­ 
tle town of 8,000 people, and he has 
long been one of the most solid busi­ 
ness men of the place.- H e is a fair 
conversationalist and an agreeable, 
affable gentlem an; but he never made 
a political speech in his life and has 
never taken the stump in his own in­ 
terest. In his business he has the 
reputation of being shrewd but strict­ 
ly honest and straightforward. 
H e has always applied business 
principles to politics, and his cam­ 
paigns have been w ell conducted. In 
the present instance he had the ad­ 
vantage of perhaps 1,500 votes, but to 
counterbalance this he was pitted 
against the strongest man in the R e­ 
publican party and one who had un­ 
lim ited financial backing. The R e­ 
publicans brought into the District 
Blaine, Reed, Burrows, Foraker, and 
others of the beat orators in the par­ 
ty, while the single speech of Gov. 
H ill represents the outside help of 
the Democrats. But an aggressive, 
red hot campaign was waged unceas­ 
ingly and the best talent was on the 
stump at every crossroads hamlet 
from the day the campaign opened 
until the evening before the election. 
Mr. W arwick has always been 
prominently identified w ith charita­ 
ble enterprises. One act in this di­ 
rection is worthy of m ention. .About 
ten years ago the miners of the upper 
Tuscara region struck against a re­ 
duction of wages. The wages in the 
AVarwick m ines were not reduced 
and there was no strike there. The 
neighboring miners who went out 
were in poor shape to endure a lock­ 
out, and their fam ilies were soon in 
need of the necessaries of life. W hen 
they were alm ost starved into sub­ 
mission and about determined to go 
back, they were surprised to receive 
two car-loads of flour from some un- 
kno'ivn friend and sympathizer. The 
result can easily be im agined. The 
mine owners were indignant and 
when they traced the flour to the door 
of John G. AVarwick, him self a mine 
owner, their wrath knew no bounds. 
They lost no time in visiting him to 
administer a scathing lecture for 
what they termed his unwarranted 
interference in behalf of the strikers 
and against his brother mine opera­ 
tors. But tills aroused Mr. AVar- 
wick's Celtic ire and he very emphat­ 
ically told his visitors that he pro­ 
posed to stand by the striking miners 
and their starving families until the 
just demands of the men were coin­ 
plied with. And he meant it, too, for 
another shipment of flour was sent 
down the line and the operators 
struck their colors and restored the 
former wages.

it, six miles distant. A gravity rail­ 
road is practicable for getting this ore 
to the furnace at Tredegar.

We then went to Middlesborough, 
our trip giving us a chance to look at 
some of the most beautiful scenery I 
ever saw. 1 was especially struck 
with the picturesque appearance of 
some of the natives who stood around 
the railway stations, 
their wide- 
brimmed white hats, top boots and 
unkempt locks suggesting mountain 
civilization, of Italy or Spain. Sharp­ 
ly in contrast with the sleepy world 
of these carious mountaineers is the 
busy and modern town of Middles­ 
borough. 
Beturning to Knoxville 
we proceeded by way of Chattanooga 
to Birmingham, which we found to 
be a very busy city, boasting of 28 
furnaces. We spent a day or two at 
a charming hotel in the beautiful lit­ 
tle city of Anniston, and saw the out­ 
side of most of the industries, though 
we did not go through them. 


IMPBESSIONS OF TEEDEOAE. 
From Anniston wo went to Trede­ 
gar, which is still known in postoffico 
guides and on railroad time-tables as 
Jacksonville, Ala., -with which we 
were more pleased than any other 
point visited duringour trip. I have 
never seen a place, outside of Balti­ 
more, I would prefer to Tredegar as ar 
place of residence. The climate is so 
delightful that we hated to go to bed 
and sleep away any of the time allot­ 
ted to our stay there. I learned that 
the weather was not at any time ycry 
cold, and that the temperature was 
never above 90 in midsummer. Na­ 
ture has made a site for a city at 
Tredegar. The lay of the place is 
perfect, requiring little or no grading 
for streets, and affording perfect 
drainage. A half dozen big springs 
give a water supply adequate to the 
needs of a city. It is a town of about 
3,000 inhabitants now, but the indus­ 
tries building will, of course, increase 
the copulation, and new people are 
coming in anticipation of this growth. 
The old part of the town is ideally 
Southern in its fine, comfortablo 
homes and broad strectc.” 
“What is the base of Tredegar’s 
growth?" 
“la m not a mineral expert, but I 
saw every evidence of wonderful re­ 
sources in and around Tredegar, We 
were shown openings at the base, in 
the center and on top of a mountain 
which seems almost solid manganese. 
On top of the mountain there is a 
head of manganese ten or twelve feet 
square. We also saw immense de­ 
posits of bauxite, a very valuable ma­ 
terial for lining furnaces, which has 
heretofore been obtainable only in 
foreign countries. I t looked to me as 
if there was a sufficient quantity of 
bauxite in the Tredegar deposit to 
line all the furnaces in America for 
an indefinite period.’’ 
Is there an abundant supply'pí iron 
o're at Tredegar?’’ 
“We had time to examine only the 
brown hematite openings, though 
there are beds of red hematites, re­ 
ported to be inexhaustible, near to 
Tredegar and owned by the company. 
We visited one fine show of brown 
ore near to the city and tho ne:rt day 
drove out to the Butler-Green uopoa-

Uraves in the Crimea. 
Some interesting results.were ob­ 
tained from the archieologioal explo­ 
rations carried on in the Crimea dur­ 
ing lass summer. Professor Vefsel- 
ovski found painted human bones in 
tw6 graves—six skeletons in one 
grave and one in another. The well 
known archmologist, Professor Grera- 
pler, of Breslau, who was present 
last year at the congress of archieolo- 
gista at Moscow', is of opinion that 
these graves belonged to the original 
inhabitants of the Crimea, the Cim­ 
merians of Herodotus. It was a 
usage with them to ,lay their dead bn 
elevated spots so th a t the birds might 
consume the 
fleth. W hen quite 
bleached they painted the skeletons 
with some mineral pigment. Graves 
containing such painted. skeletons 
have been found in Central Asia, bat 
only in a few instances. Only three 
such graves had been previously 
found in 
the 
Crimea. Prolessor 
Giempier proposes to take the skele­ 
tons with him to Paris, and exhibit 
them at the congress of anthropolo­ 
gists to be held there daring the au­ 
tumn.

ManuiaoUircra’ Boeord. 
-The Woodstock Iron Co.’s coke 
furnaces have suspended operations. 
They were-bankod for a year, and no 
one knows how much longer. The 
present state of the iron market will 
not justify the company iu running 
them, and as the. matter now stands 
coke iron will;have to command a 
large price before they will a p in be 
put into operatton. During the close 
down the new engine will be ,'put In 
and the furnace given the needed re­ 
pairs. 
Commenting on the above item, 
which was first published in the An­ 
niston Hot Blast, the Roanoke (Va.) 
Times says that for 18 months past 
some papers “have given the public 
glowing accounts of what those two 
furnaces were going to do. When 
completed, vast stores of high grade 
iron ores close at; band, first-class 
coke, and hardly a chance lor any­ 
body else when they got going.” 
And then the Times adds that it has 
information that “there is a very 
serious question as to the supply of 
ores” with these furnaces.' 
In justice to the splendid iron re­ 
sources of Calhoun county, in which 
Anniston is located, as well as to all 
Alabama, the facts in this case ought 
to be made public. That one of the 
Woodstock coke furnaces has sus­ 
pended operations is true. We be­ 
lieve that the other never went into 
operation. The truth of the whole 
matter is this: 
The two charcoal 
furnaces at Anniston—one built about 
1873 and the other in 1879—have 
made enormous profits. 
In 1886 the 
Woodstock 
Company decided to 
build two. coke lurnaoes of 150 tons 
daily capacity each. The late Samu­ 
el Noble, the general manager, had 
proved a consúmate genius in the de- 
velbpment of Anniston and in the 
management of the two charcoal fur­ 
naces, but at the critical time in the 
history of his company he made a 
serious blunder that has proved very 
disastrous. 
For the sake of local 
pride he decided that these two great 
furnace^ .sho.uld_be_built-_ex^ualv£lv 
at home, and He gave contracts for 
five 900 horse-power engines, boilers 
and other machinery to a local ma­ 
chine shop that was entirely without 
adequate-facilities to handle such 
gigantic work. 
Other contracts 
equally as unwise were made. The 
result was that these two furnaces 
which ought to have been completed 
within twelve or fifteen mpnths were 
under construction for oyer three 
years,. and we ' believe cost fully 
$100,000 01 $150,000 more than the 
original estimate. The greatest cost, 
however, was in these three years of 
delay, and then when finished to 
find that they needed to be 'rebuilt. 
One was put in blast and''ran a few 
months very unsatisfactorily, and 
the other, we believe, was never oven 
blown in. It was found, however, 
that it was worse than folly to run 
them as they stood even if they coflid 
have had the ore dumped from the 
mine directly into'the stack, and so 
it became necessary to take out the 
engine equipment and put in new 
engines, the contract having been 
awarded, we understand, to a Mil­ 
waukee company. 
It is not a question of ore. Cal­ 
houn county Is one of the richest 
mineral districts of the entire South. 
The writer could guarantee to show 
enough high-grade 
ore, 
running 
from 50 to 55 and 58 per cent, metalic 
iron, within a radius of 10 to 20 miles 
of Anniston, to run every furnace iu 
Alabama for years to come. 
Ten 
miles from Anniston, surrounding 
the town of Tredegar, is one of the 
richest iron ore districts in America, 
and ore can be mined at a minimum 
cost within half a mile of the town. 
Anniston controls immense ore re­ 
sources as well as an abundance of 
filie coking coa!, but even these su­ 
perior advantages will not enable 
furnaces built as the two coke fur­ 
naces at Anniston were to run profit­ 
ably. 
The Manufacturers’ Record 
feels sure , that when reconstructed 
and again put into blast these fur­ 
naces will make money even when 
iron is much lower than it now is, 
should it ever reach such a point. 


On to the Open Polar. 
A new expedition to the North 
Pole for which the Norwegian Na­ 
tional Assembly voted two hundred 
thousand kroner, wili sail from Nor­ 
way in February, 1892, under the di­ 
rection of M. Nansen. A specially 
constructed boat is being built for the 
undertaking, and fuel'and provisions 
to last five years will be necessary 
for the voyage. The discovery of 
certain relies of the Jeanette, and 
the identification of certain weapons 
found on the coast of Greenland with 
those found by the Eskimo in the vi­ 
cinity of Behring Straits at Port Cla­ 
rence, Norton Sound and the mouth 
of th Yukon River, lead to the sup- 
pbsition that there is a route, com­ 
paratively short and direct, across 
the Arctic Ooeanby way of the North 
Pole. This route M. Nansen and the 
ten or twelve men-who will accom­ 
pany him on the perilous journey 
propose to discover.

lYliy Prices Go IJp and Down. 
Our Republican Iriends seem to 
have no more idea of how prices are 
made and trade carried on. than au 
Indian has of logarithms. The Nor­ 
wich Bulletin says: “If the price of 
tin has a right to go np ‘by anticipa­ 
tion’ of a change in the tariff which 
won’t take place till next Jane, why 
mustn’t the price of sugar go down 
‘by anticipation’ of the abolition of 
the duty on sugar, which goes into 
effect next April?” The sugar men 
and tin men will fix their prices ac­ 
cording to their own interests and 
the state of the market without the 
slightest regard to the wishes oi the 
Norwich Bulletin, the political exi­ 
gencies of the Republicans, or any 
imaginary rule of consistency. The 
prospective increase in the tax on tin 
plates has greatly increased the de­ 
sire to buy tin now—that is, there is 
an increased demand, and this In­ 
creased demand has, of course, been 
followed by an insrease of price. 
The prospective reduction in" the 
tax on sugar, • however, has had no 
effect on the demand for sugar. If 
people would stop using sugar in the 
belief that next spring they can get 
it cheaper the reduced demand would 
probably be followed by a reduced 
price. But as people go right on eat­ 
ing sugar just as they have been do­ 
ing the demand keeps up, and there 
Is no reduction of the i>rice. 
But it is not certain that the pricé 
of sugar to the people who eat it is 
going to be much reduced; it muy 
be, .and then again it may not be. 
The tax on raw sugar will be reduc­ 
ed; that is, the refiners will have to 
pay less for their raw material. 
But 
as there is no domestic competition 
in sugar refining the sugar trust can 
fix its selling price without any re­ 
gard to the duty on raw material. 
The only competition the .sugar trust 
has.to meet is foreign competition, 
and against th.at the trust has a pro­ 
tection of one-haif cent a pound. 
For fear, however, that Americans 
would get sugar too cheap the trust 
got the sugar schedule amended just 
before the tariff law passed so : tli'áí 
sugar imported trom a country that 
pays an export bounty shall pay six- 
tenths of a cent tax, 
The reduction 
to be made in the price of sugar de­ 
pends a'good deal on the amiability 
of tho sugar trust.

The Story of An Old Bible.

In the summer of 1864, while the 
Union army was lying In front of 
Petersburg, Va , D. C.’Beinohl, now 
a patent attorney in this city, was 
stationed at City Point. 
He found, 
in a disabled ambulance, an old fam­ 
ily Bible, in which was a genealogi­ 
cal tree of the Hatcher family. For 
years Mr. Beinohl has been trying to 
locate the owners of the, volume and 
on September 13th last he wrote to a 
friend in 'Virginia to assist him in 
his search. 
That letter was pub­ 
lished in a Virginia paper and this 
morning Mr. Beinohl received a re­ 
ply from Thorras C. Hatcher, of 
Chester 
Post 
Office, Chesterfield 
county, Virginia. Mr. Hatcher gives 
an accurate description of the Bible 
in question' and says it was lost in 
May, 1SG4, when Gen. Butter at­ 
tempted to march from the Bermuda 
Hundred to Richmond. 
I t was ta­ 
ken from the Halfway House be­ 
tween Richmond and Petersburg. 
This morning che'old Bible, with 
the history of the Hatcher family 
for several generations, was started 
homeward by express, after having 
been in possession of Mr. Beinohl 
for twenty-six years. Mr. Beinohl 
has also written a letter to Mr. 
Hatcher expressing his delight at 
being able to return him his long 
lost copy of the Scriptures. 


Northrn Capital. 


Speaking of Northern and South­ 
ern e»i)ital in the South, the Atlanta 
Constitution says: “W hat is of great­ 
er interest than -the movement of 
Northern capital is the growth of 
Southern capital. A. Northern man 
told a New York Press reporter the 
other day that some of hia.Southern 
friends in Georgia desired to build a 
short railway line to develop their 
mineral property. 
They required 
about $1,000,000, and had only $250,000 
■which they put up for stock in a com­ 
pany, and then issued $750,000 worth 
of bonds to raise the balance. These 
bonds were sent to New York for ne­ 
gotiation, but for some cause they 
were not taken for three or four 
weeks- A t the end of that tíme the 
broker in ch.irge of the bonds receiv­ 
ed a telegram instructing him to hold 
$450,000 worth of the bonds for the 
Southerners themselves. A letter re­ 
ceived later stated that they had just 
made this amount of money by for­ 
tunate transactions, and they were 
unwilling to let strangers have bonds 
that they could buy themselves. In 
a day or two another letter from the 
same parties ordered another $100,000 
in bonds. Of course, there was no 
trouble in placing what remained in 
short order.” 
Th'is w.as only an incident, but re­ 
ports from every State show that 
what the South is doing for herself 
amounts to incomparably more than 
the Northern volume of capital and 
enterprise. The fact is, the South is 
growing rich—is already rich.

As 
the law now stands any beat in the 
bounty can hold an election whether 
the beat shall have a stock law or not.

The amendment 
effer'ed by Mr. Cooper to this law 
«0 fixes it that the people may vote 
. for a partial stock law, if they choose, 
as well as a general stock law. For 
• Instance, they may have a stock law 
which only applies to hogs, sheep 
and goats, if they wish, which will 
save much in building fences. This 
is about as far in the direction of a 
stock law as our Representative cares 
to go,' and it is hoped this compro­ 
mise of the matter will meet the 
views of everybody interested. 
There is another bill introduced by 
Mr. Cooper which, although local to 
Anniston, has a general county in­ 
terest. He has stopped the bill in 
the committee for the present until 
tlie people may be informed as to 
some of its provisions through this 
letter.

Anniston City Court bill. The bill

by reason of incomplete assessment 
of property there. As Jacksonville 
and riedmont grow, similar bills for 
those towns would be a good thing 
for tho people, and such bills for 
these places will be in order about 
next session, if they continue to grow 
as they are now doing. As it is im 
portant to get the above named bill 
through before recess, Mr. Cooper 
will doubtless introduce it in the 
House also tomorrow, sothat wema.v 
take two chances on its speedy pas­ 
sage. 
In order that we may be together 
as much as possible to consult over 
and agree upon local measures, Mr. 
Cooper and I have taken a room to­ 
gether at the corner of McDonough 
and Columbus streets, where cur 
constituents may find one or either 
of US any lime when the Legislature

A bill is in for a Constitutional 
Convention to provide for local taxa­ 
tion for public schools, a solution of 
the suftrage problem and other things 
which the present constitution stands 
in the ■ivay of. It seems to meet with 
pretty general favor so far as expres­ 
sion goes, but I am free to say there 
has been no genera! expression on 
the subject. 
The senatorial contest has, so far, 
monopolized all attention, and there 
has been less discussion among mem­ 
bers An general measured' than is 
usual. As soon as that is out of the 
way the discussion will turn upon 
other subjects. Before this letter is 
printed it will doubtless be settled by 
the caucus.

As 
the law now stands any beat in the 
eounty can bold an election whether 
the heat shall have a stock law or not. 
If the people vote for stock law, it 
•tneanB-the keeping up of cows, hor- 
«SS, hogs, goats, &c. The amendment 
effered by Mr. Cooper to this law 
80 fixes it that the people may vote 
. £or a partial stock law, if they choose, 
as well as a general stock law. For 
instance, they may have a stock law 
Which only applies to hogs, sheep 
and goats, if they wish, which will 
8ave m uohin building fences. This 
is about as far in the direction of a 
fltock law as our Bepresentative cares 
to go, and it is hojied this compro­ 
mise of the matter will meet the 
■views of everybody interested. 
There is another hi II in trod u ced by 
Mr. Cooper which, although local to 
Anniston, has a general county in­ 
terest.

we are to retain our present road law 
it is clear to my mind that we will 
have to have more money to make a 
fair and substantial start with. So 
far the road law has not had a fair 
trial for the lack of funds. 
A bill is in for a Constitutional 
Convention to provide for local taxa­ 
tion for public schools, a solution of 
the suflrage problem and other things 
which the present constitution stands 
in the way of.

will pass both houses and will secure 
both to the State and County thous 
ands of dollars which are now los 
by reason of incomplete assessment 
of property there. As Jacksonville 
and Piedmont grow, similar bills for 
those towns would be a good thing 
for the people, and such bills for 
these places will be in order about 
next session, if they continue to grow 
as they are now doing. As it is im­ 
portant to get the above named bill 
through before recess, Mr. Cooper 
Trill doubtless introduce it in the 
House also tomorrow, so that we may 
take ^ o chances on its speedy pas­ 
sage. 
In order that we may be together 
as much as possible to consult oyer 
and agree upon local measures, Mr. 
Cooper and I have taken a room to­ 
gether at the corner of McDonough 
and Columbus streets, where our 
constituents may find one or either 
Of us any time when the Legislature 
. is not in session. We are very com­ 
fortably situated and find it better 
than to be at either of the leading ho­ 
tels, -where we spent the first week of 
. the session. So far there has been 
no disagreement between us as to any 
. matter touching county measures. 
tT* have not yet fully diacu-ssed 
amsndmsnts to the county road law; 
bat it is not llkdy that there will be 
any serious disagreement as to that. 
Both aro anxious to give the county 
a good road law. I am inclined to 
issue SO year 5 per cent, bonds to the 
extent of $100,000 to give the county 
commissioners a fund to do some­ 
thing substantial with at once. - Such 
A boiid can. be easily sold at par or 
above par, aud the interest may be 
metTs-ithoutincrer.se of taxation out 
oC the money now' raised under the 
present law for road purposes. Ido 
not know yet how Mr. Cooper stands 
upon this proposition. It may be 
that the general road law no-w being 
prepared will meet all difllcuUie.s. 
-In that event we may agree to repeal 
o u r present Local road law and take 
pwit luck with .thb balance of the 
couúUés in the State. If, howévef, 


the Demoeratie "cohvehtiofis 
nominated us, and consequently both 
have been left free to cast our votes 
for U. S. Senator in that way in 
which -we may think the State’s best 
interests will be subserved. Both of 
us got a resolution of the County Al­ 
liance demanding a support of Mr. 
Kolb or some other man who would 
carry out the financial views of the 
Alliance, presumably those promul­ 
gated at St. Louis. 
Courtesy re­ 
quires that each of us should respond 
to this iu due time, so that this im­ 
portant body of our constituents may 
know -whether 
we 
have carried 
into effect their orders on this head, 
and I shall take early opportunity to 
do so as soon as the senatorial con­ 
test has been settled. 
Meantime I 
will say, that, while the wishes of 
any considerable part of my constit­ 
uents has always had and shall al 
ways have great weight with me, I 
do not recognize the right of any 
body of men organized for social, re; 
ligious, business or political pur­ 
poses, outside the Democratic party 
(whose nominee I am,) to give me 
instructions as to my vote in politi­ 
cal matters, such as the election of 
U. S. Senator. This is eminently a 
political office, and the Democratic 
party alone in Alabama has the right 
to speak authoritatively to its nomi­ 
nees as to whom they shall or shall 
not vote for to fill it. By this ex.- 
pression I do not mean^ to be the 
least disrespectful to the gentlemen 
of the Alliance who have presented 
their instructions on this head, but I 
mean to employ, ifiain terms so that 
there may be no misunderstanding, 
as to the matter. In matters of local 
legislation, where the interests of 
the agricultural classes were at stake, 
I shousd naturally look to the Alli­ 
ance membership for expression and 
should be inclined to follow any 
suggestion of 
e order in preference 
to suggestions irom any other source 
as to the matter; but in matters po­ 
litical, as I have said, I own no mas­ 
ter except the Democratic party. 
While I am in it and of it I owe it 
fidelity of service and loyal alle­ 
giance, and it alone, among ail the 
associations of men. In speaking of 
my own attitude altogether in this 
regard, after speaking of Mr Cooper 
in connection with the resolution of 
the AlIifiTice, T do not -ivant to be un­ 
derstood as meaning that he enter­ 
tains the same or different views 
fi-om mine on the subject. 
I do not 
feel at liberty to speak for him, and 
that is all. He will do that for him­ 
self at the proper time. 
The senatorial contest mi y be de­ 
cided to-night. It is the earnest wish 
of the General Assembly to get rid of 
it and I doubt the ability of aspirants 
to hold in their adherents to any pro­ 
longed contest. Among the members 
of the Legislature there does not ap­ 
pear to be any enthusiastic partizan- 
ship one way or the , other, but a so­ 
ber and earnest eflbrt to do the best 
thing for the great State of Alabama 
as each sees for himself what that best 
thing is.

Solid Fonndatlons: Upon 'Which the 
Sonth’B ProBpcrlfy Kests. 
MftDUfaotUTera’ Rooord,jNov.22. 
A luncheon was given at the Hotel 
Rennert recently,to bring together an 
assemblage of representative Balti­ 
more men, "for the purpose pi discuss­ 
ing Southern interests from a Balti­ 
more standpoint, and to promote bu­ 
siness intercourse and friendly rela­ 
tions. It was attended by about 150 
prominent business and professional 
rnen of this clty^ Addresses were 
made by ex-Seeretary of State Walk­ 
er, of West Virginia, and R. H. Ed­ 
monds, editor of the Manufacturers’ 
Record. We have been requested by 
many of those present to reproduce 
this admirable paper in a later issue. 
Mr. Edmonds’ address is given here­ 
with: 
‘“ A nation horn in a day was 
scarcely more admirable 'than the 
creation of what i.s destined to be the 
greatest' industrial empire of the 
world, which is now in progress be­ 
fore us. The immense . territory 
which stretches from Mason and 
Dixon’s line on the north to the Bio 
Grande on the south will inevitably 
be the richest part of America. It 
possesses a combination^of advanta­ 
ges that cannot be - found elsewhere 
in the world. In ’iafilTli^ are com­ 
bined the chief advantages and re­ 
sources of nearly all other countries, 
without their most serious disadvan­ 
tages. The late Hon.' WiUiam D. 
Kelley, of Pennsylvania, familiarly 
known as ‘Pig-iron’ Kelley, dsvot&d 
many years to a careful , study of the 
South, and shortly before bis death 
wrote:“The New'South is thecoming 
El Dorado of American adventure. 
The States south of the Ohio and east 
of the Mississippi, with their half 
million square miles of area, contain 
a wealth great enough for a continent 
—a wealth so vast, so varied in its el­ 
ements and character, so advantage­ 
ously placed for development, that 
these States alone can sustain a pop­ 
ulation far greater than the popula­ 
tion of the United States today. 
Théir'prbdücts~wouid be so different 
from those of other portions of the 
country as to afford the most profita­ 
ble exchange, advantageous to all. 
And it is in these States that we must 
find the new and greater market for 
Northern surplus, ■whether that sur 
plus be in the shape of accumulated 
labor of the past—that is to say, cap­ 
ital—or the future productions of la­ 
bor, or of labor itself, because in 
these Southern States, more than 
elsewhere, the natural conditions of 
success exist. As to the rapidity 
with which it can be done, the past 
growth of the West furnishes the best 
answer. It was the building of an 
empire in the West that relieved and 
enriched the East as weU as the West. 
The enormous energies, the “plant” 
used in that task, unparallelled in the 
magnitude of the work and the great­ 
ness of the reward to all, is now seek­ 
ing a new field of investment, and 
there is no spot on earth sufficient 
for it and within its "reach but the 
South. I do not consider that there 
ever existed in the West, great as its 
wealth is, nor in any other portion of 
the country, anything like the natu­ 
ral wealth of the South. 
The South 'pra.etieally holds the 
monopoly of the world’s cotton pro­ 
duction. 
Its cotton crop this year, including 
the value of the seed, ■s^ll aggregate 
nearly $500,000,000, while an equal 
amount will be represented by its 
other agricultural products, or a total 
of $1,000,000,000, an increase of $400,- 
000,000 over the value of its agricul- 
ral products in 18S0. Cotton is the 
most remarkable agricultural staple 
of the world, and its production saved 
the South from hopeless bankruptcy 
after the war. 
Since 186.5 the South has received 
over 18,000,000,000 for its cotton. 
Up to fiv-e years ago the several 
hundred raillion dollars annually 
drawn from the North and Europe to 
the South to pay for cotton was Im­ 
mediately sent back to the North and 
West to pay for food stuffs, and for 
every manufactured article needed 
in the South, from a pin to a loconjo- 
tive.This is now rapidly changing. 
The South is largely manufacturing 
its own goods and raising its o-wn 
food-stuffs, and thus partly retaining 
at home the hundreds of millions 
that formerly "w^nt North. 
It is, moreover, annually shipping 
North a great many million ddllais’ 
worth of pis iron, cotton goods, lum­ 
ber, early fruits and vegetables. 
These advantages alone would place 
the South on an equality with the 
best of the agricultural regions of the 
■West. 
Bat these advuatages, great as tney 
are for the creation of wealth and the 
development of a personal prosperi­ 
ty. are only á part of the foundation 
on which the wonderful activity that 
now thrills the South is based. 
»

The great mineral belt which ex- 
t--dpfrom West Virginia to North­ 
ern A labam a, covering upwards of 
100, 
Bqaaie miles of country In the 


central portion of the Southern 
States, east of the -Mississippi river, 
is, so far as the variety and abund­ 
ance of its natural wealth is concern­ 
ed, by far the most remarkable por­ 
tion of North America, if not of the 
world. 
Roughly speaking. It Is 700 miles 
long by 150 miles-wide. 
It can be truthfully said that this 
region contains fifteen times as mü'cfa 
coal, accessible to economical mining 
asean be found in any. contiguous 
field of like area in the world, and 
that it contains forty times as much 
coal as the coal fields of England had 
in them before a pick had been struck 
In the ground. 
This coal field area is heavily tim­ 
bered with virgin forests-of the larg­ 
est growth and -most valuable kinds 
of our North American woods, 
This region is now acknowledged 
by all experts to be the richest iron 
ore district in the world. 
In addition to its vast wealth of 
coal and iron, it possesses the su­ 
preme advantages of Having these 
materials in closer proximity and 
more easily mined than elsewhere.’ 
Instead of having to transport its 
ore 1,000 miles, as. many northern 
furnaces do, and its coke 600 to 900 
miles, as many furnaces are com­ 
pelled to do, it has its ore, coai and 
limestone within a few miles of its 
furnaces. 
It can manufacture iron and ship 
it to Pennsylvania markets and still 
sell it at a profit, for less than the ac­ 
tual cost of production to many fur­ 
naces in that State. 
'* 
Bui so rapidly is the demand for 
iron increasing that the productive 
capacity of Pennsylvania’s furnaces, 
as well as of all the new furnaces 
which the South can build, will be 
taxed to keep pace with it. 
Based on these facts the South can 
continue its present marvelous activ­ 
ity without any danger of overdoing 
the busines-s. 
Wherever activity prevails there 
will be some speculative excitement, 
and in the building up of an indus­ 
trial empire some may lose through 
unwise investments in unsound en­ 
terprises, but this should not preju­ 
dice the public against the healthy 
progress of the South. 
Town-building has become a sci­ 
ence. We no longer. look for the 
struggling cross-roads village to grad­ 
ually grow into a town and the town 
into a city. 
Men of keen business instincts se­ 
lect a site lor a new town justas a 
financier may select a place for the 
establishment of a new bank. 
The town-site may be a wheat-field 
or a forest today, while a year hence 
it may be a thriving place with sev­ 
eral thousand inhabitants, with all 
the advantages of schools, churches, 
electric lights, water works, etc.

From Shenandoah’ Junction in 
West Virginia, where the Baltimore 
& OMo crosses the Shenandoah Val­ 
ley Railroad, to Birmingham, Ala., 
there will be five or ten years hence 
a dozen industrial towns for every 
one that now exists. The wonderful 
record made by the West in the build­ 
ing up of Denver, Omaha, St. Paul, 
Minneapolis, Duluth, Kansas City 
and other places is to be far more 
than duplicated in this great mineral 
district of the South, the richest in 
the world. The increase in th pop­ 
ulation of the United States daring 
the next ten years \7ill be afcont 18,- 
000,000 or 20,000,000, or as much as the 
population of the entire South from 
Maryland to Texas at present. In­ 
stead of going to the far "West as 
heretofore, the drift of population is 
now Southward. 


Birmingham first demonstrated 
that Alabama could produce pig iron 
and ship it to Pennsylvania and sell 
it at a profit at a lower price than the 
actual cost of production to many 
Psnnsylvania furnaces. Birming­ 
ham blazed the pathway of industrial 
progress, and opened up to the South 
the possibility of greater prosperity 
than had ever been dreamed of in the 
past. Though this work commenced 
ten years ago, it is during the last 
five years that the greatest activity 
has bean seen. But the record of the 
last decade shows with what tireless 
energy the South has been working. 
Since 1880 the South has doubled 
its railroad mileage, and now has 40,- 
000 miles in operation against 20,000 
ten years ago, and it is now building 
more new mileage than all other sec* 
lions Of the country combioed. 
In these ten years it has spent up­ 
wards of $800,000,000 in building new 
railroads and improving old O'ces. It 
has increased the value of its taxable 
property ovei- $1,500,000,000. 
In 1880 the South mined 5,000,000 
tons of coal. In 1880 it will pul out 
about 23,000,000 tons. 
The 390,000,000 tons of pig iron pro­ 
duced in ISSO has grown to 2,000,009,- 
OOO this year. 
Its cotton mills have increased 
from ICO with 000.000 spin dies to 335 
with over 2,000,000 spincUea; its cot- 
ton-seed oil mills from 40 v.dib .acap.- 


the same wonderful growth has mark­ 
ed the record of the last ten years. . 
During the last four years the South 
has organized over 15,000 new manu­ 
facturing enterprises, covering every 
line of industry from a tack factory 
to steel ship-b^uilding yards. 
While thus developing its indus­ 
trial interests the south has not neg­ 
lected its‘¿griculfcure. 
Its total grain production for 1889 
was 650,000,000 bushels, agalaat'48o;- 
(100,000 bushels in 1880, a gain of'220,- 
000,000 bushels, or a'larger percentage 
of increase than was made by the 
rest of the country. In 1880-.the 
South’s live stock was worth $390,- 
000,000; In 1890 it is worth nearly 
$600,000,000- 
The total value of the South’s ag­ 
ricultural productions this year is 
$1,000,000,000, against $600,000,000’ in’ 
1880, a gain of $400,’000,000. - - 
The cotton crop of 5.700,000 bales of 
1880 has risen to nearly 8,000,000 bales 
this year, worth, including the seed, 
about $500,000,000. 
The number of national banks has 
increased from 220 with a capital ol 
$45,000,OOO to over 500 with a capital 
of $80,000,000, a more rapid pj reent- 
age of gain than has been shown by 
the banking interests of the rest of 
the country. 
As wonderful as has been tM ’pro-^' 
gress which these figures indicate, we 
have only seen the beginning of the 
South’s advancement. New England 
-has grown enormously rich through 
its investments in the West. It was 
New England capital that made pos­ 
sible the building up of Chi ..ago, 
Kansas City and hundreds of other 
places.

and cities will stand where wheat or 
corn or cotton is growing now; a 
country in. which every railroad is 
overtaxed with business, and -where 
thousands of miles of new railway 
must be built; a country incompara­ 
bly rich in material resources that 
need but the touch of capital and en­ 
ergy to produce an abundant harvest 
of wealth. Every dollar that Balti­ 
more wisely invests in the industrial 
development of that section, whether 
it be in the building of railroads, the 
starting of new towns or th estab­ 
lishment of iron works, will not only 
retúrn a large profit to enrich this 
city, but it will help to make Balti­ 
more the great financial and commer­ 
cial center of the whole South.”

From the first of De­ 
cem ber until th e fourth ot M arch 
there are only ninety-fi'/e day.s. D e­ 
ducting Sundays, C hristm as 
and 
New Y ear’s day there rem ain only' 
if 
the usual holiday recess be abandon­ 
ed. 
Tho session, although short, 
prom ises to be. of unusual interest 
and irnportauce. On the calendar 
are num erous m inor bills vrbicb are 
of pactieular interest to one or more 
Senators, and all of them are likely 
to be productive of discussion should 
they reach th a t stage. 
B ut w hether 
they are passed or hot there are a do­ 
zen appropriation bills which m ust 
be enacted, or else an extra session is 
necessary. The latter alternative is 
not looked upon witli favor by the 
more conservative Dem ocrats, nor by 
the E eputilicans wlio are anxious to 
avoid an ex tra se.ssion because the 
President, w ith an abiding faith in 
the tariff bill, wisl.es it to have a 
year’s fair trial in order th a t the pre­ 
dicted era of prosperity m ay set in 
before th e D em ocrats get a chance to 
touch th e bill. A less im portant, 
though cogent reason, is a disposition 
not to le t th e D em ocrats secure the. 
num erous offiees in the Capitol u ntil 
the last possible m om ent. How far 
this desire to avoid an extra session 
w ill iufiuence the future ,of the elec­ 
tion bill is not know n. I t is not u n ­ 
reasonable 'to suppose th a t the w eight 
of the adm inistration w ill be throw n 
in favor of the bill, especially if it is 
tru e th a t H arrison is openly a candi­ 
date for renom iuation. 
I t cannot 
no-w be authoritatively stated th a t th e 
R epublicaus w ill endeavor to p ass 
any m ore pension bills this session. 
T here are a large num ber of bills of 
th is ch aracter still unacted upon, tw o 
of them , th e general arrearage, and 
per diem service, being esnsoially 
far-reaching and costly. A lthough 
it would seem as if enough had been 
here outlined to keep both H ouse and 
Senate busy 'w ithout considering-ta­ 
riff changes, there are two other m at­ 
ters w hich are to consum e more or 
less tim e. The first, of these is the 
D unnell apportionm ent bill, a m eas­ 
ure fram ed by a R epublican caucus 
and regarded by the D em ocrats w ith 
suspicion and open enm ity, and the 
second is the free coinage bill, w hich 
th e silver m en are determ ined to 
force if possible. 
All these things— 
election bills, pensions, appropria­ 
tions, silver and apportionm ent,— 
will give enough occupation to Con­ 
gress, eyen if each day is spent in se­ 
rious application to w ork. II Speak­ 
er R eed, how ever, endeavors to m ake 
it interesting for the D em ocrats, the 
latte r propose to m ake it in terestin g 
for him , and th is w ill present a side 
w hich w ill fu rn ish m an y en tertain ­ 
ing new spaper paragraphs, besides 
delaying th e progress of legislation. 
A ltogether the outlook is for a lively 
busy session, w ith an atm osphere fill­ 
ed not only w ith m atters of p resent 
interest, but ■with num erous straw s 
blow ing in the direction of 1882. 
The published utterances of a n u m ­ 
ber of D em ocratic m em bers of Con­ 
gress ■who have returned to tow n du­ 
rin g th e w eek indicate th a t th e rig h t 
sp irit prevails am ong th em as to th e 
policy w hich should be pursued in 
th e Fifty-second Congress. 
B ynum w ell said, 
m in o rity should be treated w ith fa ir­ 
ness and liberality, and the bitterness 
w hich has been engendered in th e 
present Congress should no t be car­ 
ried over into the n ex t; and if M r. 
B ynum feels th is w ay others who 
have suffered from Speaker E eed’s 
ty ra n n y can assuredly afford to be 
equally forgiving. T he overw helm ­ 
in g victory was w ithout doubt due in 
some degree to the revolutionary pro­ 
ceedings of the republican m ajo rity 
during th e late session of Congress, 
and th e D em ocrats w ould m ake a fa ­ 
ta l m istake if in any sp irit of re ­ 
venge th ey should follow th e bad ex­ 
am ple of the E epublicans w hen th ey 
retu rn to power.
